BRITAIN’S TEST OF 
SOCIALISM 


By Seymour Hatris, Harvard 
' Professor of Economics 


- Defenders of the system of private 
enterprise can now- point to recent 
happenings in Great Britain as proof 
of what can be expected from a So- 
. Clalist Government. Even as early as 
last autumn, Robert Young, writinz 
in the Atlantic Monthly, commented 
on the orange famine fn the British 
Isles and the larger number of cars 
in- Labrador than in the United 
Kingdom, drawing from these facts 
tae cguerenee that Socialism had 
failed. 
Marriages and ants both increase 
in the summer months; but Mr. 
Young would surely not say that the 
rise In marriages accounts for the 
Procreation of ants or vice versa. 
Great Britain is indeed experienc- 
ing a, quasi-revolution. Critics - of 
British management miglit, however, 
well be reminded that even as late as 
1928 output in Russia had not exceed- 
ed thatin 1913,and that productivity 


in 1934 was no higher than in 1913, - 


Once the Government assumes the 
responsibility for allocating. resources 
according to the needs of the econo- 
my rather than as determined by the 
profit incentive, and once the worker 
‘ts not free to chose his occupation 
according to the. dictates of  self- 
interest, then a revolutionary change 
in economic institutions has been 
effected. © : 

The transition from a free to a 
controlled economy {s not a smooth 
one; and particularly when the Gov- 
ernment strives to achieve the maxi- 
mum degree of personal liberty con- 
sistent with the over-all objectives of 
full employment, equitable distribu- 
tion, and high standards of living. 

This article is not an attcinpt to 
“white-wash the British Socialist Gov- 
ernment. It has, indeed, made many 
errors. In the postwar the British, 
for example, were determined to keep 
Prices stable; but price stability re- 
quires wage stability, an abiective

Attleo’ Goreme cout not dispose 
of trade. unions the manner of 
totalitarian governments, and trae 
unions insist on wage increases. 

Again, price control may not work 
without allocation of man power.

Prices in 
nonessential markets rise rapidly. as 
with price control and rationing of 
essentials: surplus purchasing power 
is shunted to race tracks. pubs, to- 
bacco shops, cinemas, and the lke, 
with an accompanying shift of work- 
ers to these profitable and less es- 
sential industries.

In 1946; per capita consumption of 
household goods and clothing and 
shoes was 34 and 26 per cent less 
than prewar; but consumption of al- 
cohol was up 13 per cent. of tobacco 
25 per cent, of reading 46 per cent, 
of entertainment 69 per cent. Yet 14 
essential industries had on the aver- 
age 22-per cent less Jabour in late 
1946 than in 1939, although total 
man power avallable was up 3 per 
cént.

and capital, and to some extent man

Bottlenecks, ‘shortages; disappear- 
ance of reserves—all of these malaises 
are’ symptomatic of a full employ- 
ment economy, and should not be 
charged exclusively to Mr. Attlee. 
This country, without price control, 
has experienced similar difficulties in 
the years 1946 and 1947. : 

One tally against the Attlee Gov- 
ernment {s_ its failure to back up 
Price control with the required sup- 
plementary controls, and therefore its 
responsibility. for wasted man power, 
imports, and other resources. The 
Government must also be held ac- 
countable, as all governments since

Pitals. The curriculum was concern- 
ed, therefore, with drainage, ventila- 
tion and the hygiene of dwellings, 
With infectious disease control mea- 
sures and with public health law. It 
had to include also fairly advanced 
practical training in the chemistry of 
food and drugs and in bacteriology. 


“At the beginning of this century, 
the local authorities began to de- 
velop, not only health services con- 
cerned with sanitation, but personal 
health’ services such as maternity 
and child welfare work. At a later 
date they also became responsible for 
providing hospitals. The training of 
the medjcal officer of health as the 
chief official concerned with these 
matters had to be altered Inevitably 
to. equip him‘for the widened scope 
of his duties. From time to time, 
therefore, the diploma curriculum 
has been modified and recently. it 
hag been altered radically. 


- At present the curriculum is divid- 
ed into two parts. Part I lasts three 
months and at the end of the course 
the graduate sits" for the examina- 
tion for a certificate in public 
health. te :

During Part II of the course, in 
addition to the formal teaching, the 
students have to keep a day book 
detalling their practical work and 
making comments on it.

Tange of questions in the examina- 
tions and ‘giving such choice to the 
student that he can pass his 
examination to a corfsiderable ex- 
tent on a:special subject or group of 
subjects. It seems likely that in the 
future it |will be customary for all 
diploma students to make. a cholce 
in Part It, of working at the subject 
which specially interests them such 
as industrial health, soclology, pub- 
- lic health|or hospital administration, 
the cholce of studies being the 
student’s, subject to the approval of | 
his teachers. mean much 
heavier work for teaching staffs in - 
special subjects, but will overcome 
the criticism that the diploma 
course, at present, attempts to do too 
much and fails to deal thoroughly 
with any subject. 


Research in social medicine seems 
to be in' three main directions at 
present, and these are -often deter- 
mined by/the background of experi- 
ence of the workers. The clinician 
belng used to disease entitles 1s tend- 
ing to follow these diseases back to 
the homes and occupations ‘of the 
patients in the endeavour to trace 
cause and effect. In addition there 
{is much work on assessment.of the 
state of health as opposed to ‘absence 
of disease. This has lead to many 
studies in’ the growth and develop- 
ment of children «and to ‘a renewed 
interest in optimal nutrition. 


ree 
Increasing Interest in Illness —~ 

Workers with an epidemf{ological or 
statistical background on the other 
-hand, are naturally more interested 
in correlations between specific 
habits and environmental factors 
and States of il] health. Great 
efforts are being made to collect and 
analyse morbidity as opposed to 
mortality} statistics, because not only 
are few of the former available, but 
the practical applications of inves- 
tigations [of causes of absence from 
work are'so relevant to Britain’s pre- 
sent shortage of man-power. This 
has led to increasing interest in ill- 
ness in which the determining cause 
of absenteeism is the patient's at- 
titude to; his iliness rather than the 
fliness “itself. Experiments are also 
under way in many areas on re- 
hibilitating such persons. 

Finally, the type of research wor- 
kers whose background is public 
health work with’a local. authority is 
usually most interested in the so- 
ciplogical field on the borders of 
medicine;and sociology. The socially 
inefficient individual, the delinquent 
and the lazy! the inefficient or pro- 
blem families, who can never briny 
up their|chijdren properly, are sub- 
jects of} much concentrated work 
directed jtowards finding the causes 
and the cures. As is natural from. 
the .close association of health de- 
partments with housing problems 
and with school children these are - 
subjects of unending research.. 

There is, of course, overlapping in 
these groups of researches. All use - 
Statistical methods from time to time 
and all are increasingly concerned
